Flanked by the mayors and police 
chiefs of North Texas’ two largest cities, 
Gov. Greg Abbott expressed horror at 
the killing of George Floydand stressed 
lawful protests and the beginning of 
conversations with state and civic lead- 
ers to enact change. 

Abbott on Sunday declared a stateof 
disaster in all counties across the state 
over ongoing protests, some of which 
have turned violent. He said Tuesday 
that while he wouldn’t request inter- 
vention from the United States mili- 
tary, Texas Department of Public Safety 
troopers and National Guard are being 
deployed to help. But he fell short of 
any specific policy changes beyond on- 
going discussions with legislators. 

Protests over police brutality and 
Floyd’s May 25 death erupted during 
the past week in major cities across the 
United States. Dallas and Fort Worth 
both experienced some violence and 
vandalism during the mostly peaceful 
protests, which continued Tuesday. 

“Let’s be clear,’ said Abbott, anger 
rising in his voice in the Dallas City Hall 
chamber, “what happened to George 
Floydis a horrific act of police brutality.’ 

Outside Dallas City Hall, several 
council members stood alongside a 
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Ryan Hunter of Fort Worth knelt at Dallas City Hall on Tuesday. Hunter said he marched against police brutality because he was “tired of seeing peo- 
ple that look like me dead in the streets.” Dallas Mayor Eric Johnson has called a special meeting for Friday to discuss what the city can do better.

Large protests against po- 
lice violence again filled the 
streets of several U.S. cities 
Tuesday as elected leaders 
struggled to cope with the 
damage already done — civil- 
ians injured by police, police 
hurt by civilians, and looters 
who used the protests as cover. 

One of the largest peaceful 
protests Tuesday was in Hous- 
ton, hometown of George 
Floyd — the black man whose 
death in Minneapolis police 
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A Statue of Liberty figure 
lies in shattered glass in a 
looted shop in New York. 


custody ignited an unprece- 
dented national wave of 
marches and demonstrations. 
Journalists on the scene esti- 
mated there were 25,000 
marchers, including Houston

As night began to fall on the 
East Coast, protests appeared 
to be peaceful and growing. In 
Washington, huge crowds re- 
mained near the White House 
in defiance of a7 p.m. citywide 
curfew and a vast law enforce- 
ment and military presence. 

In New York, a group of doc- 
tors in white coats led a march 
through midtown Manhattan. 
There were no reports of signif- 
icant looting or clashes be- 
tween protesters and police — 
but on past evenings, those of-

After four days of strife, 
Dallas found some calm 
Tuesday as protesters gath- 
ered peacefully to march 
through downtown and into 
the neighborhoods of Oak 
Cliff. 

As of 1l p.m., the city was 


maintaining its curfew with- 
out further confrontations 
between crowds and police, 
even as the city expanded its 
7 p.m.-to-6 a.m. restrictions. 

Added to the off-limit 
zone: parts of West Dallas, 
including the Frank Crowley 
courthouse, where marchers 
had gathered Monday, and 
Trinity Groves, where they 
had headed before officers 
detained them that night on 
the Margaret Hunt Hill 
Bridge.

High case rates during 
pandemic reflect 
historic racial divide

While many Americans na- 
tionwide began working from 
home almost three months ago 
in the face ofa global pandemic, 


Quinton Scott didn’t have that 
option at his job as a security 
guard. That’s how the 64-year- 
old Dallas resident believes he 
contracted the coronavirus in 
early April, after a man 
coughed on him during a shift. 
Scott initially tested nega- 
tive. But within a few days, he 
became so sick he couldn't 
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
